WILLIAM CLAY FORD 
President 


For the third time in the history of the Detroit Lions, the 
ownership of the company is in the hands of a single owner, William 
Clay Ford, Vice President of the Ford Motor Co. 

Ford took over sole ownership of the Lions 
on January 10, 1964, from the stockholders of 
the Detroit Football’ Co., and formed his own 
corporation, the Detroit Lions, Ine, to run 
the Motor City franchise. 

He follows in the footsteps of other single 
Lion owners dating back to 1984, when the 
franchise was transferred to Detroit from 
Portsmouth, 0. by the late George A. Richards. 
Richards, in turn, sold his franchise to Fred 

1940 and retained ownership until 
1948 when a syndicate of Detroit businessmen 
took over the franchise. This same syndicate, 
which numbered 144 stockholders in November of 1963, sold the 
franchise to Ford for $6,000,000. 

Ford, a youthful 39-year-old industrialist, is one of the most 
avid pro football fans in America, and his interest in the game 
has been passed along to his young family. 

Despite his duties as President and Owner of the Lions, Ford 
continues his duties with the Ford Motor Co. in product planning 
and styling, being responsible for the coordination and review of 
all the company’s forward product programs, 

Ford, 39, became president of the Lions in January, 1961, after 
the resignation of Edwin J. Anderson, Anderson still serves as 
Vice President and General Manager of the new organization and 
directs the operation of the club on a day-to-day ba: 

Ford has been a director of the Detroit Football Company since 
1956. He is the grandson of the late Henry Ford, founder of the 
Ford Motor Co. and the youngest of four children of the late Hdsel 

Ford. 

A graduate of Yale University in 1949, Ford has held positions 
in sales and advertising and in industrial relations, and was gen- 
eral manager of the Continental Division before assuming his 
present duties at the company staff level in 1956. He has been 
a member of the Ford Motor Co. board of directors since 1948. 

An avid sports enthusiast, Ford played varsity tennis and soccer 
at Yale and is a member of the Country Club of Detroit. 

In addition to his duties with the Ford Motor Co., since 1951, 
Mr. Ford has been president of the Edison Institute, which operates 
the Henry Ford Museum and Greenfield Village in Dearborn, Mich. 
He is secretary-treasurer of the Henry Ford Hospital in Detroit, 
president of the Edsel B. Ford Institute for Medical Research, and 
a trustee of the Michigan Heart Association. He has been national 
campaign chairman of the United Cerebral Palsy Association four 
times and is a director of the United Foundation, having served as 
1953 chairman of its major industry unit. 

Ford is married to the former Martha Firestone of Akron, Ohio, 
and they have daughters, Martha, Sheila, Elizabeth and one 
son, William Clay, Jr. The Fords live in Grosse Pointe Farms, 
Michigan. He was born March 14, 1925. 
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EDWIN J. ANDERSON 
Vice President and General Manager 


The one individual who has been directly involved with all Detroit 
Lions activities since the franchise was taken over in 1948 by a syndicate 
of local sports enthusiasts is B. J. “Andy” Anderson. 


Anderson is serving in his 17th year with the 
Lions, and he presently is in his seventh season 
as general manager. In addition to his general 
manager's duties, Anderson also is a Vice President 
of the new corporation, The Detroit Lions, Inc., 
the organization founded by William Clay Ford 
when he obtained control of the company in 
January, 1964. 


Anderson was part of the original group of 


Detroit leaders who purchased the franchise in 
1948 from Fred Mandel. He was elected president 


Sof the company in 1949 and held the post until 
January, 1961, when he resigned the dual role of 
president and general manager to concentrate on 
the GM’s duties. Following his resignation, 
William Clay Ford was elected to the post. 


Anderson developed his interest in athletics by playing all sports at 
Rockford, Illinois, high school. He continued his football at Beloit 
College at a time when the little Wisconsin school was playing a tough 
schedule which included such powers as Notre Dame, coached by Knute 
Rockne. 


After college, Anderson entered the advertising field and later held 
executive positions at Marshall Field in Chicago and with the Hiram 
Walker Co, before he joined the Goebel Brewing Co. as vice president in 
charge of sales. He was named president of the brewery in 1941 and held 
the position until June of 1958 when he resigned to devote full time to the 
Lions as president and general manager. 


Anderson has an enviable record of civie accomplishment, including 
the general chairmanship of the 1945 Community Fund, the presidency 
of the Children’s Hospital of Detroit for three years, and the presidency 
of the Birmingham Community Center for two years, He still is a mem- 
ber of the board of the Lumberman’s Mutual Casualty Company and the 
American Motorist Insurance Company. 


Anderson lives in Bloomfield Hills, Mich., with his wife, Suny. They 
have two daughters, Susan Jane Stenglein of Saginaw, Mich., and Mary- 
nell Williams of Birmingham, Mich., and four grandchildren. Anderson 
was born August 3, 1902.

GEORGE WILSON —Head Coach 


After suffering through one of the most frustrating years in his coaching 
career in 1963, George Wilson has high hopes that °64 will bring better 
things. 


A succession of injuries to key personnel, beginning in pre-season 
play, were the big factors in the Lions’ slip from second place during the 
1960, ’61, and 62 seasons to the 5-8-1 record of ’63. 


With the return to full-time duty of most of the 
vets who were sidelined last year, Wilson figures 
’64 could be the Lions’ year to rebound. 


Wilson ighth season as head coach of 
the Lions, after taking over the top spot just two 
days before the opening of the pre-season campaign 

957, when Buddy Parker suddenly resigned. 
am responded to the change and went out to 
win the NFL title with a sensational 59-14 decision 
over Cleveland, after tying San Francisco in the 
regular season race and coming through with a 
31-27 playoff victory. 


The team suffered through injuries and personnel 
ortages to win only seven games in 1958 and 
The L have been real contenders the 
last three seasons, compiling 7. Sel, and 11-3 records. The 1962 
team lost three games by a mere eight points, while winning more games 
in a single season than any other Lions team in history. 


During the three seasons the Lions finished second, they won the 
Playoff Bowl three straight years, 17-16 over Cleveland in ’61, 38-10 
over Philadelphia in ’62 and 17-10 over Pittsburgh in ’63. 


The 1964 season marks the 28th year in professional football for 
Wilson. He started with the Chicago Bears as a player in 1937, was a key 
performer during the glory days of the early '40’s, and concluded 
active career in 1946 as a player-coach. He rema ained with George Hale 
staff through the 1948 season and came to Detroit in 1949 as an aide to 
the late “Bo” MeMillin. He continued as an a stant under MeMillin 
and then with Parker until 1957 when he took r his first head coach- 
ing job and proceeded to win the championship his first year. 


A native of Chicago, Ill., Wilson attended Northwestern University 
after attending prep school at St. John’s Military Academy. He now 
resides in Dearborn, Mich. His family includes ife, Claire, and three 
children still at home, Lynn, 17, Kathleen, 13, and Laurie, 10. Two 
other children, Susan and George, Jr., are now married.

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LIONS ‘64 PROSPECTS 


After three straight second place finishes, in 1960, 1961, 1962, 
the Detroit Lions saw an unprecedented rash of injuries to key 
players cut their team chances to the bone last season, and the club 
wound up in a fourth place tie with a 5-8-1 record. 


A series of off-season operations seems to have repaired most 
of the damages and hopes are again high for the 1964 season. Sev- 
eral of the “ifs” that were prevalent in the early spring have 
worked themselves out in training camp so it now appears that the 
Lions will be primarily a veteran aggregation, with three or four 
rookies seeing reserve duty for the ’64 season. 

Defensive halfback Gary Lowe, out with Achilles heel surgery in 
63 has come back strong, as has defensive end Darris McCord, and 
flanker Pat Studsill, to lead the list of ’63 injured who have 
returned to full-time duty. 


At the outset, it appears that the entire offensive unit will be 
manned by holdovers, with but one new face in the lineup. Right 
tackle J. D. Smith, obtained from the Philadelphia Eagles, has 
the right offensive ‘tackle spot to himself. The remainder of the 
starting unit probably will include Gail Cogdill and Jim Gibbons 
at the ends, Daryl Sanders and Smith at the tackles, John Gonzaga 
and John Gordy at the guard posts, and Bob Whitlow at center. 
In the backfield, Coach George Wilson has veterans Earl Morrali 
and Milt Plum ready for the quarterback’s job, and Tom Watkins 
and Dan Lewis give the team depth at the running back position. 
Terry Barr and Pat Studsill handle the flanker post with authority 
and the fullback post again figures to belong to Nick Pietrosante, 
backed up by sophomore Nick Ryder and rookie Pat Batten. 


The return of Alex Karras to the defensive line should be a 
tremendous boost to the entire team. Karras has shown in prac- 
tice that he hasn’t lost any of his desire or determination in his 
year away from the game. 

Joining Karras in the defensive line will be Roger Brown at the 
other tackle, while Darris McCord and Sam Williams rate the 
edge at the end posts. Bill Quinlan, an off-season acquisition from 
the Eagles, is pushing hard for a spot here. 

Linebacking appears to be a strong suit for the Lions with an 
abundance of talent in veteran All-Pro Joe Schmidt, Pro Bowl 
performer Wayne Walker, sophomore Ernie Clark, Dennis Gaubatz, 
and Monte Lee. Also on hand is veteran Carl Brettschneider_ who 
missed most of the pre-season activity due to the knee he injured 
in ’63. 

The defensive backfield also is heavily veteran in flavor with the 
“Four-L’s” a solid unit composed of Dick Lane, Yale Lary, Gary 
Lowe, and Dick LeBeau, backed up by Bruce Maher, Larry Vargo, 
Dick Compton, and a couple of newcomers of note, Bobby Thomp- 
son and Wayne Rasmussen. 

It boils down basically to the fact that most of the Lions play- 
ing for ’64 figures to be done by veterans, but Wilson has been 
impressed with several rookies who bear watching for the future 
and could contribute heavily as the season progresses. Included in 
this group are defensive backs Thompson and Rasmussen, guard 
Wally Hilgenberg, an All-Star game performer, fullback Pat 
Batten, end Warren Wells, and a defensive lineman, Roger 
LaLonde.

Sept. 14—Detroit 23, Los Angeles 2 at Los Angeles, Cal. (49,342) 


Lions moved from their own seven, following a Gary Lowe pass 
interception, to the Rams 39-yard line, where Wayne Walker kicked 
a 46-yard field goal at 7:16. After forcing Rams to punt, Tom 
Watkins took the ball on the Detroit 16 and returned 53 yards to 
the LA 26, from where Milt Plum moved the team in five plays to 
score, with Dan Lewis rushing two yards for the TD at 13:17. 
Lions 10, Rams 0. 


Early in second quarter, Lions moved from their own 49 to the 
Ram 4, where Walker kicked a 12-yard field goal for a 13-0 margin 
at the 2:39 mark. Lions moved to a 20-0 edge at 11:40 when Dick 
LeBeau intercepted a Terry Baker pass on the Lions 30 and re- 
turned 70 for a TD. Walker kicked the extra point. 


Rams drove from the Lions 45, following a pass interception, to 
the one-yard line, where the Detroit defense held down and took 
over the ball. On the first play, Larry Ferguson was tackled in 
the end zone for a safety and the Rams trailed 20-2. The Rams 
threatened again in the third quarter, reaching the Lions four yard 
line, but Roman Gabriel was hit by Sam Williams and fumbled on 
fourth down and the Lions took over on the 8. 


Earl Morrall came in in the fourth quarter and directed an attack 
from the Lions 45, after a Dick Lane interception, to the Rams 
27, where Walker kicked his third field goal from the 34. Lions 
23, Rams 2. 


Sept. 22—Detroit 10, Green Bay 31 at Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin (45,912) 


Green Bay returned the opening kickoff 51 yards to the Lions 42 
and moved to the 17 where Jerry Kramer kicked a 24-yard field 
goal at 2:06. At quarter’s end the Packers had driven from their 
own 35, following a Yale Lary punt, to the Lions 39, with Jim 
Taylor and Tom Moore doing the running, but the drive ended 
when a 46-yard field goal was wide. 


A Yale Lary punt of 25 yards gave the Packers the ball on the 
Detroit 49 early in the second period. Bart Starr hit Ron Kramer 
with a 13-yard pass and Boyd Dowler with an 11-yard aerial to 
move to the seven, from where Taylor and Moore took three shots 
to score, with Taylor going in from the one at 6:25. Kramer kicked 
the point. The Lions didn’t get a first down the rest of the quarter 
and wound up with 2 for the first half as compared with 11 for GB. 


Detroit got a field goal at 6:53 of the third quarter, following a 
Dick LeBeau interception and 24-yard return to the GB 29. Walker 
kicked 36-yard FG. Willie Wood intercepted Plum’s pass on the 
D 37 and returned to the 15. On the first play, Tom Moore circled 
right end for a TD, giving GB a 17-3 lead at 10:27. 


Detroit got the ball on the GB 45 in the 4th quarter, following 
a punt, and Plum hit Jim Gibbons for 22 yards and on fourth 
down hit Tom Hall for a 23-yard TD. Walker converted and Detroit 
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trailed by only seven points, 17-10. Tom Moore broke the game open 
with a 77-yard run on the first play from scrimmage and GB led, 24-10, 
at 4:29. Moments later, Plum suffered his third interception on the 
Packers 19 and it was returned 26 to the GB 45. On the fifth play, 
Starr hit Max McGee with a 39-yard TD pass and the Packers had 
their 31-10 victory sewed up at 8:31. 


Sept. 29—Detroit 21, Chicago 37 at Detroit, Mich. (55,400) 


Lions returned opening kickoff 49 yards to Bears 47 but a fourth- 
down 48-yard field goal attempt by Wayne Walker was wide. Chicago 
took over on 20, and marched 80 yards in ten plays, scoring on a Billy 
Wade to Angelo Coia four-yard pass at 7:00. Lions moved from the 20 
to the Bears 37 but a 45-yard FG attempt failed. 


Detroit fumbled on the nineteen and Rich Petitbon recovered on 
the 16 in the opening seconds of the second quarter. Billy Wade passed 
to Johnny Morris on the first play for a TD at 0:59 for a 14-0 Bear 
lead. A pass interception, off Barr's hands to Bennie McRae, put the 
ball on Detroit's 36 and the Bears moved the 36 yards in five plays 
with Wade passing to Ditka for a 13-yard TD at the 4:42 mark. 
Chicago 21, Detroit 0. Petitbon intercepted a Plum pass on the 34 
and raced 66 yards for a TD at 10:13 to make it 28-0, and the Bears 
came on again with a 51-yard drive with Wade hitting John Morris 
and Rick Casares for big yardage to the Lions 1. Wade sneaked for 
the TD at 14:40 and Chicago leads 35-0 at halftime. 


Detroit came back to score three times in the second half, one on a 
60-yard Earl Morrall to Terry Barr pass at the 6:44 mark, another of 
67 yards from Morrall to Cogdill at 10:53, and a third of 38 yards to 
Cogdill on a sensational catch at 9:45 of the fourth quarter. Bears got 
their final two points on a safety at 5:49 of fourth stanza when Doug 
Atkins threw Earl Morrall for loss attempting to pass. Final: Chicago 
37, Detroit 21. 


Oct. 6—Detroit 26, San Francisco 3 at Detroit, Mich. (44,088) 


Game marked coaching debut of former Lions star Jack Christiansen 
and Lions used punt returns to advantage. Tom Watkins returned 
first punt 26 yards to 49er 41 and Earl Morrall moved team in five 
plays for a TD, passing to Barr for a two-yard TD at 4:37. Lions forced 
49ers to punt and Watkins took ball on own 10 and behind great block- 
ing raced 90 yards for a TD at 7:40. This broke Christiansen’s team 
record of 89 yards. Detroit 14, SF 0. 49ers tried 44-yard field goal 
late in quarter but to no avail. 


Tommy Davis kicked a 31-yard field goal at 6:29 of the second 
period for the only SF score of the day. The Lions had one scoring 
po peaniey but missed a 41-yard field goal to retain 14-3 lead at 
halftime. 


Lions added two points on a safety at 11:15 of the third period when 
Bruce Maher blocked a 49er punt and at 14:10 Walker kicked a 45- 
yard field goal to take a 19-3 lead.

Detroit struck 57 yards on two passing plays in the middle of the 
fourth stanza, one a 37-yarder from Pietrosante to Barr, and the other 
a Plum-Cogdill 30-yard TD effort at 4. Lions held SF to minus 
10 yards passing and net yardage of 61 total yards gained. 


Oct. 13—Detroit 14, Dallas 17 at Dallas (27,264) 


Lions moved from own 9 to Cowboys 30 in the first quarter, con- 
trolling the ball for 18 plays, only to miss a 37-yard field goal attempt. 


Another field goal attempt from the 48 failed early in the second 
quarter and then an interception of a Plum pass by Chuck Howley 
gave Dallas the ball on the 36. Don Meredith passed 11 yards to Frank 
Clarke at 6:14 to cap a five-play drive. Dallas 7-0. Lions attempted a 
third field goal in closing seconds but it failed. 


A fourth field goal attempt by the Lions (47 yards) missed in the 
third quarter for Detroit’s lone opportunity to set the stage for a wild 
fourth quarter. 


After Dallas took a 10-0 lead on a 13-yard field goal, Earl Morrall 
came in to lead the Lions on a 76-yard drive in four plays, passing 
82 yards to Barr and 30 yards to Cogdill for the score with 6:55 remain- 
ing. Cowboys came back with a 62-yard drive in four plays, with Amos 
Marsh scoring around left end on a 41-yard run with 5:21 remaining. 
Dallas 17, Detroit 7. Morrall came right back and in three plays, includ- 
ing a 70-yard scoring pass to Gail Cogdill, moved 80 yards to score 
with 4:19 remaining. Dallas 17, Lions 14. Lions had two more chances 
but couldn’t find passing range. 


Oct. 20—Detroit 21, Baltimore 25 at Detroit, Mich. (51,901) 


Detroit moved 97 yards in 10 plays the first time it had the ball 
with Earl Morrall hitting Terry Barr twice for 13-yard gains, and Nick 
Pietrosante chipping in with a 14-yard run. Morrall hit Gail Cogdill 
for a 40-yard TD pass at 7:50. Lions 7-0. Baltimore came back with 
a drive to the Lions 10, from where Martin kicked a 17-yard field goal 
at 11:32. Lions lead 7-3 at quarter. 


A fumble by Pietrosante on the Lions 27 set up the Colts second 
score early in the second quarter. Unitas passed 11 yards to J. W. 
Lockett for the touchdown at 0:12 of the period and Jim Martin con- 
verted. After an exchange of punts, the Lions moved 43 yards in 10 
plays with Pietrosante scoring from the seven and Detroit led 14-10 
at 9:42. The Lions added another TD moments later when a John 
Unitas pass was deflected by Roger Brown and intercepted by Yale 
Lary and returned 21 yards for a TD. 11:40. Lions 21, Colts 10. 


Baltimore tallied twice on Martin field goals in the third quarter, 
a 45-yarder at 9:50 and a 37-yarder at 14:04 to narrow the margin to 
21-16 at the end of three quarters. 


From the Colt 46, Baltimore moved to the Detroit 38 where Martin 
again hit a field goal at 2:02 to reduce the margin 21-19. Milt Plum 
took over at quarterback and after one running play, tossed a pass 
intended for Jim Gibbons but Andy Nelson intercepted and ran un- 
touched into the end zone at 3:23 of the fourth. The extra point try 
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was blocked and when the Lions were unable to move consistently in 
their next two tries, the Colts walked off with a 25-21 decision. 


Oct. 27—Detroit 28, Minnesota 10 at Detroit, Mich. (44,509) 


The Lions, with Earl Morrall directing the attack, moved 84 yards 
in ten plays the first time they were on offense with Barr catching a 
five-yard touchdown pass from Morrall at 7:25. A fumble by Watkins 
gave the Vikings the ball on the Lions 46 and Fred Cox kicked a 38- 
yard field goal at 11:17 to get Minnesota on the scoreboard, 7-3. 


Detroit moved from its own 26 to score in nine plays at 2:02 with 
Pietrosante smashing for a three-yard touchdown to give Detroit a 
14-8 lead which the Lions maintained at halftime. 


Another Lions fumble on the 14 set up a Viking touchdown at 5:00 
of the third stanza as Bill Brown fought his way in on the first play 
from scrimmage. 14-10. After an exchange of punts, Morrall hit Cogdill 
with a 36-yard pass from the Lions 27 and then followed with a 37-yard 
pass-run play to Terry Barr for a touchdown at 14:14. The march 
covered 73 yards in three plays for a Lion lead of 21-10. 


Detroit ended the scoring at 12:10 of the fourth quarter, capping a 
72-yard drive in six plays, with Morrall hitting Cogdill with an eight- 
yard scoring pass. Watkins chipped in with a 27-yard run to spark 
the drive, and got 24 yards moments later to move the ball into scoring 
position, Final score: Detroit 28, Vikings 10. 


Morrall hit 12 of 16 for 208 yards and three touchdowns. Watkins 
gained 102 yards on 17 carries. 


Nov. 3—Detroit 45, San Francisco 7 at 
San Francisco, Cal. (33,511) 


San Francisco opened the scoring, after an interception of an Earl 
Morrall pass, with a 19-yard pass from Lamar McHan to Bernie Casey 
at 7:05. SF 7, Lions 0. 


At the start of the second period, Detroit moved from its own 29 
to the SF 13, where Milt Plum kicked a 20-yard field goal at 4:52. 
7-8. Lions took 10-7 lead at 13:04 after an 80-yard drive as two Morrall 
to Barr passes accounted for 65 yards before a Morrall-Barr 10-yard 
aerial got the touchdown. 10-7. 


A 61-yard drive in 7 plays put the Lions ahead 17-7 at the 9:50 
mark of the third period. Tom Watkins turned in the big play, a 33- 
yard run, and finally scored on an_eight-yard pass. Morrall led the 
team on ‘the next attack, moving 67 yards in 7 plays and finally hit 
Barr for a 21-yard TD aerial at 13:22, and Detroit led 24-7. 


Another Morrall to Barr pass made the score 31-7 at 6:06 after Dick 
Lane had intercepted a pass and returned to the SF 22. Detroit got 
another chance after a Tom Hall interception and moved 48 yards in 
7 plays to score at 10:35, with Watkins running five for the touchdown. 
Lions 38-7. A LeBeau interception gave the Lions their last scoring 
chance and Ryder scored from the 2 at 13:25. 
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Morrall hit 24 of 36 for 330 yards and four TDs. Barr caught ten 
passes for 135. 


Nov. 10—Detroit 21, Baltimore 24 at Baltimore, Md. (59,758) 


Baltimore jumped into an early lead at 7-0 when John Unitas passed 
to Ray Berry at the Detroit 38 and he ran 62 yards for a touchdown 
at 14:14, 7-0. Colts got a chance at the Lions 1 with pass interference 
penalty but settled for a 25-yard field goal at 11:22 to lead 10-0. A 
42-yard pass from Unitas to John Mackey at 14:19 put the Colts out 
to a 17-0 lead in the first period. 


The Lions moved 80 yards in five plays, with Morrall passing 20 
yards to Gail Cogdill at 1:33. 17-7. Baltimore came back with a drive 
of its own, moving from the 33 to the Detroit 4, from where Lenny 
Moore scored at 5:46 to give Colts 24-7 lead. Another Colt drive was 
stymied when a Martin field goal was blocked and Lions recovered 
on the Colt 44. Lewis gained six, Morrall passed to Barr for 8 and 17, 
to Lewis for 11 and Watkins rushed for TD from the 1 at 13:12. Colts 
, Lions 14. 


The Lions drew closer at 11:33 when Earl Morrall connected with 
Terry Barr for a ten-yard TD to cap a 74-yard drive. Morrall connected 
on four of five attempts in the drive. Lions 21, Colts 24. Bruce Maher 
stole the ball from Jim Orr on the first play following the kickoff at 
the Colts 38 to give the Lions another chance as the third quarter 
ended, but a penalty and defensive rush voided the drive. 


Detroit again had a chance when Dennis Gaubatz recovered a fumble 
on the Lions 18 early in the fourth quarter. After moving to the Colt 
43, Plum tried a 51-yard field goal but was short. Detroit had another 
chance after a punt, and could move from their own 17 to the Colt 
48, but again a penalty and a fumble nullified the Lion chances and the 
Colts ran out the clock. Final score: Colts 24, Lions 21. 


Nov. 17—Detroit 21, Los Angeles 28 at Detroit, Mich. (44,951) 


Detroit opened with a drive from their own 24 to the Rams 16 but 
a pass interception ruined the scoring drive. Later, the Rams drove 
60 yards in nine plays, with Dick Bass scoring from nine yards out 
at 13:27 to take a 7-0 lead. 


The Lions finally knotted the score 7-7 when Morrall hit Barr for 
an 18-yard touchdown at 10:32 in the second period. A 28-yard pass 
to Cogdill, a Morrall run of 17 yards were the big plays in the drive. 
The Rams came right back with a 78-yard march in five plays with 
Roman Gabriel hitting Carroll Dale for a 66-yard scoring play at 13:00. 
Lions 7, Rams 14. 


From their own 14, Detroit moved 86 yards in eight plays, with a 
Morrall-Jim Gibbons pass for 32 yards being the scoring toss at 12:23. 
Morrall also hit Barr for 33, and Cogdill for 17 in the long move. 


Morrall again paced the drive from the Detroit 33 to score at 2:52, 
as Morrall passed to Codgill for 11, to Watkins for 32, and to Barr 
for 20 and the TD. Detroit led 21-14 after the kick, but enjoyed the 
lead briefly as the Rams came storming back to cover 60 yards, with 
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Gabriel hitting Dale with a 42-yard pass for the score. 21-21. Lions 
failed to move the ball and the Rams, taking advantage of a short- 
handed defensive backfield, connected with a 51-yard touchdown from 
Gabriel to Dale to gain a 28-21 edge at 7:38 and despite the fact that 
the Lions had two more chances, they could not get past the Rams 
42 as two pass interceptions cut short the team chances.

Nov. 24—Detroit 31, Minnesota 34 at 
Minneapolis-St. Paul, Minn. (28,763) 


Minnesota jumped into a 10-0 lead in the first quarter. A 59-yard 
pass from Fran Tarkenton to Paul Flatley was the big play in the 
TD drive, with Tom Wilson scoring from the 1 with 6:41 remaining 
after an eight-play, eighty-yard march. A Lion fumble on the 19 gave 
the Vikings another chance and Fred Cox kicked a 13-yard field goal 
with 3:48 to go. 


Lions tallied early in second period on ten-yard Morrall-Barr pass 
at the 0:56 mark, and when Minnesota recovered a fumble on the 
Detroit 11, it took them two plays to score, with Mason running for 
nine and the TD, 4:17. Vikings 17-7. After driving to the Viking ten, 
Barr fumbled and Vikings recovered but on third play, McCord inter- 
cepted a pass and returned to the Minnesota 4 from where Pietrosante 
rushed for a quick touchdown with 5:07 left. 17-14. Detroit took the 
lead with 28 seconds left on a 22-yard Morrall to Cogdill pass and 
held a 21-17 halftime edge.

Nov. 28—Detroit 13, Green Bay 13 at Detroit, Mich. (54,016) 


After a scoreless first_period, Detroit broke the ice with a 27-yard 
field goal by Wayne Walker at 7:43 of the second stanza after the 
Lions moved from their own 26 to the Packers 20. The Packers moved 
65 yards in six plays to take the lead 6-3 at 13:32, with a Bart Starr 
to Ron Kramer pass, good for 49 yards, setting the stage for a three- 
yard TD run by Elijah Pitts. Kramer’s extra point was blocked. Lions 
came back after the kickoff to move from their own 31 to the Packers 
29 and Wayne Walker kicked a 27-yard field goal with 11 seconds left 
to knot the score at 6-6. 
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A 52-yard field goal attempt and a 40-yard attempt by Wayne Walker 
went for naught in the third quarter and as the quarter ended the 
Packers had moved from their own two to the Lions seven, with a 
Starr-Dowler 49-yard aerial being the big play. 


With fourth and three from the three, Jerry Kramer missed a ten- 
yard field goal in the opening minute of the fourth period, but the 
Packers came back with a 61-yard drive and next time they had the 
ball to score on a Starr-Ron Kramer pass of seven yards at 5:57. After 
taking over on the 22, Morrall directed a 17-play drive of 78 yards, 
with Pietrosante climaxing the march with a dive for the touchdown 
on third down from less than a yard with 16 seconds left and when 
Walker converted, the Lions had earned a 13-13 tie. Longest play was 
a 22-yard pass from Morrall to Cogdill to move the ball to the Packers 
14, Final score: Detroit 13, Green Bay 13. 


Dec. 8—Detroit 38, Cleveland 10 at Detroit, Mich. (51,382) 


‘The Lions exploded the first time they had the ball, scoring on the 
third play with a 75-yard Morrall to Barr pass at 4:53. Lions lead 7-0. 


Detroit made it 14-0 in the opening minutes of the second period, 
with Lewis scoring on a five-yard run, after Morrall had combined 
his passing game with Pietrosante’s timely rushes. Lions led 14-0. 
Cleveland came back on a 73-yard run by Cornell Green to the Lions 
seven and the Browns settled for a 19-yard field goal by Lou Groza. 
14-3. After a Morrall pass was intercepted on the Browns six, Cleve- 
land moved 80 yards in five plays and scored on a 49-yard touchdown 
pass from Frank Ryan to Gary Collins at 10:14. Lions led 14-10 at 
halftime as a 32-yard field goal attempt by Wayne Walker was no 
good as time ran out. 


Opening the second half, Detroit went 72 yards in 12 plays as Morrall 
completed five of seven passes, the final one for 29 yards to Gail Cogdill 
for the score at 4:33. Detroit 21, Cleveland 10. A 23-yard field goal 
by Wayne Walker at 10:54 and ‘a touchdown by Darris McCord on 
the first play following made it 31-10 at 11:08. McCord scored when 
Roger Brown spun Ryan away from the ball and the ball went into 
the end zone where McCord recovered. 


Tom Hall intercepted a Jim Ninowski pass and returned 36 yards 
to set up the Lions final tally. It took the Lions seven plays to move 
from the Brown 27 to score at 6:48 with Pietrosante swinging around 
left end for the score. Final: Detroit 38, Browns 10. 


Dec. 15—Detroit 14, Chicago 24 at Chicago, Ill. (45,317) 


Chicago took a 3-0 lead at 6:21 the first time they had the ball, 
moving from the Lions 40 to the Detroit 12 in eleven plays. A 38- 
yard punt return by Billy Martin put the ball on the Loins 40. 


The Lions mounted their first sustained drive early in the second 
quarter but saw it evaporate when Roosevelt Taylor intercepted a 
Morrall pass two yards deep in the end zone and returned to the Chicago 
22. A Bears field goal attempt later failed from the 44. With 1:41 remain- 
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ing, Larry Vargo picked off a Billy Wade pass on the Bears 42 and 
raced for a touchdown to give the Lions a 7-3 lead at the halftime. 


Chicago regained the lead at 11:03 in the third when Wade passed 
to John Morris on the Lion 40 and he ran for a 51-yard touchdown 
to cap a 76-yard drive, An Earl Morrall fumble on the third play from 
scrimmage following the touchdown gave the Bears the ball on the 
Lions 37 and after moving to the 22 on a pass to Morris, Wade hit 
Ditka with a scoring pass in the right corner to push Chicago to the 
17-7 lead as the quarter ended. 


Detroit came back with an 81-yard drive of its own, with Morrall 
passing to Cogdill, Pietrosante, and Barr, to move to the Bears 4, from 
where Morrall hit Barr with his 13th touchdown pass of the season 
at 5:34. Chicago 17, Lions 14. The Lions had two more chances, one 
that penetrated to the Bears 27 where three straight passes were incom- 
plete, and a final effort from the Bears 36, which saw Dave Whitsell 
intercept a pass and return 39 yards for the touchdown that gave the 
Bears the Western Conference title, 24-14.
